This sum is so in ­

Th e Beal Saving. 
Clerk Alexander C. Caine of the Ohio 
senate has figured out tho saving to the 
state because of the biennial session 
plan of legislative sessions over the an­ 
nual plan, anti he says that it is $75,- 
040.82. 
This is simply the difference In 
the expenses of running the legislature 
one year as compared with two. 
While a saving of $75,000 every two 
years is not to be overlooked nor to be 
underestimated, it is but a beggarly 
sum to be considered when discussing 
th*- real benefits of the biennial plan. 
The saving of an average of $37,000 a 
year is a saving of hiss than I mill lier 
capita th** state over. 
This sum is so in­ 
significant that it is not worth consider­ 
ing as an argument for or against bi­ 
ennial sessions. 
But there is a caving that is not small 
and that does benefit the people of the 
state in a way that is to be felt. 
When­ 
ever a session of the legislature is on 
there is a continual appeal for special 
bills to raise the tax levies of cities and 
villages and even of whole counties; to 
bond municipalities and communities 
for, many times, awless things. 
At least half of the time of a session 
of a legislature is occupied with such 
bills, fathered in most instance* by a 
single member aud passed oat of defer­ 
ence to his wishes and without any care­ 
ful consideration. 
When the legislature is not in session 
there comes an end to the hatching of 
bonded 
schemes and 
municipalities 
manage to get along on the old tax 
levies for a while. 
Once in two years 
is often enough for th* readjustment of 
tax levies to new needs, anil bio often 
for more than one-half of the bonding 
schemes that show their heads in any 
tendon of the legislature.
